POISONED, 


The mystery of a length of ar- 
tificial’ silk bought by a woman 
visitor to Polglase, Penzance, 
Cornwall, is “puzzling the -health 
authorities of Hampstead, MW., 
who have been unable to discover 
the cause of ‘a strange illness which 
has attacked people who have 
handled. it. 

There was nothing unusual in 
the, appetrance of the material, 
which was bought. by a woman who 
intended making it into « summer 
frock. . She» is now staying. in 
Boundary-road, Hampstead, and 
is still ill and in hed suffering, she 
states, from the effects of the at- 
tack. She said: 

As soon ‘as I began : handling 
the materia! I became sick and 
weak,,a condition which has con- 
“tinued for nearly two months. 
My doctor told me that the 
original attack was undoubtedly 
due, to poisoning, probably some 
form of iodoform poisoning. 

I called jin a dressmaker -at 
Polglase. After picking up the 
material she refused to have any- 
thing to do‘ with the work. She 
immediately became il] and was 
affected for several days, A 
third ‘oman whem I asked to 
make up the dress in London was 
“also taken ill y 

‘Arsenic Suspicion, 

A woman doctor ‘to whom the 
material was shown suepected the 
presence of arsenic. I sent it to 
the. Hampstead health depart- 
ment, and the.public analyst, 
Mr. H. £. Cox, reported that 
there was 9 “disagreeable and 
persistent smell of iodoform” 
but that there was no danger to 
_ public health. 

Mr. Cox said" he vould not .ac- 
count fér the presence of iodoform 
in the. material, and added: 

The affair ‘seems to’ be. due to 
some: -secident.: .The -iodoform. 
may have . been’ spilt-at any time

The Magistrate’s decision in the 
cuse in which two Chinese members
